HOI KE KEEPING 
That eternal Question, whether it 
is wiser to struggle with dish wash 
ing and the servant prob lem or b y

A year ago they started with th< 
idea of a cooperative kitchen.

have b een approaching an Ideal ho:n. 
life without drudgery. They ordered 
that <-*aeh family b ring its own tab !« 
linen, its own b lue and white dishes 
or whatever sort carried fond asso­ 
ciations; its own b irch b ark or silver 
or celluloid napkin rings, its ovm < ut 
glass and flowers. The tab les should 
look just like those at home.

menus suggested real home cooking 
The kitchen should have no restau­ 
rant and hotel cooking apparatus 
.such as warming tab les, for example, 
which b ring with them the tempta­ 
tion to cook steak in the morning to 
gain time and then allow it to steep 
all day. The proper sort of cook was 
hard to find. The first one couldn't 
free his mind from restaurant *uper. 
stitions. His employers

of bee* an d works more d estruction 
than all other 
en emies 
combin ed . 
If such be re ally the case, then we 
< an con sid er ourselves fortun ate, for 
there is a way to overcome rhia d e­ 
stroyer. 
When you hear a pet son 
complatn jn g that the waxworm has 
killed bis bees, you may set him 
d own as un d erstan d in g 
very 
little 
about bee culture, says the AruerC 
can Cultivator. 
The fact of the mat­ 
ter is that all summ er lon g there is 
plen ty of moth-millers flittin g about 
thi apiary, seekin g a place to d e­ 
posit their eggs. 
Should they per­ 
chan ce fin d a colon y that has on ly 
half en ough bees to coyer Its combs, 
they are ever read y to avail them 
selves of their opportun ity an d be­ 
gin immed iately to lay eggs in th* 
empty combs. 
In a few d ays Die 
waxworm hatches an d begin s to feed 
upon the combs an d til s the space 
full of webs 
The bee-moth is d oubt­
